Estimated  at  1,910,5 000  gallons  for  November,  the  production  of  Mellorine  and 
other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and  oils  other  than  milk-fat  was  3 percent 
smaller  than  the  November  output  last  year,  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  re- 
ports, Gains  in  Missouri,  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Oklahoma,  Oregon  and  California  were 
somewhat  more  than  offset  by  sharp  losses  j.n  Illinois  and  Texas,  which  are  the  two 
most  important  Mellorine-producing  states. 


In  the  first  11  months  of  this  year,  the  estimated  production  totaled 
31,750,000  gallons  — 1 percent  more  than  the  quantity  frozen  in  the  same  period  of 
1955  and  7 percent  larger  than  the  January-November  1955  output, 

A drop  of  28  percent  occurred  between  October  and  November  tiiis  year,  compared 
with  a decline  of  only  I8  percent  at  this  season  last  year.  The  declines  were  sharp 
in  all  important  Mellorine-producing  states,  but  were  extremely  pronounced  in 
Arkansas,  Oklahoma  and  Texas, 

J'Jqyeir^er  ice  cre^m  pj^^^nctaon  was  estimated  at  53,885,000  gallons  --  6 percent 
larger  than  the  November  output  a year  ago  and  the  largest  output  ever  recorded  for 
the  month.  In  the  first  11  months  of  1956,  production  was  up  5 percent  from  tiie 
same  period  of  1955* 

Production  of  sherbet  during  November  was  estimated  at  1,890,000  gai.lons,  or 
12  percent  more  than  that  of  November  last  year.  In  the  first  11  months  of  1956, 
sherbet  output  was  down  3 percent  from  the  same  period  of  1955.
